DENOUNCES INCREASED RATES.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Increases 
in ocean freight rates since the begin- 


ning of the European war are char- 
acterized as having been in many 
cases “unreasonable and exorbitant,” 
notwithstanding the extraordinary 
conditions, by Secretary Redfield and 
Secretary McAdoo in a preliminary 
report on shipping conditions, submit- 
ted today to the Senate. 

The report deciares that “in ship- 
ping circles it is estimated that 50 per 
cent. of the ships have been elim- 
inated through the tying up of the 
German and Austrian marine and the 
commandeering of such a 
of the British 
miralty. 

“On account of the large purchases 
of war supplies and the great profits 
that can be derived from shipments 
to European ports there has been a 
corresponding increase in the demand 
for ships for cargo purposes. The in- 
evitable result has been a steady in- 
crease in steamship rates.” 


The increased rates, the report says, 


have in many cases been speculative 
and the larger increases have been to 
European and Mediterranean ports. 
The general level of rates to South 
America, South Africa and the Far 
East, the report declares, “has re- 
mained fairly consistent“ with the ex- 
ception of a surtax of 25 per cent. to 
South America and 20 per cent. to 
South Africa.

UNIFORM BY-LAWS IN BANKS. 


Comptrotier Williams in Annual RA. 
port Makes Number of Recommen- 
dations to Improve Reserve System. 
[BY A. F. DAY WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Comp- 
troller Williams of the Currency Bu- 


reau*submitted his annual report to 
Congress today. It covers the begin- 
ning of the transition from the old na- 
tional banking system to the new 
Federal reserve system, as well as the 
operations of more than 7000 national 
banks which have become part of the 
new system since his last annual re- 
port was made. Aside from review- 
ing the provisions of the new bank 
law and the steps by which it was put 
into operation, the Comptroller makes 
some recommendations for new. legis- 
lation. 

They are: An amendmentment to 
require uniform by-laws for national 
banks. In that connection the Comp- 
troller declares many bank directors 
fail to direct and says any director 
who does not attend a majority of 
board meetings in a year should be in- 
eligible for re-election. 

An amendment to permit signatures 
on national bank notes to be printed 
instead of made with pen and ink, 
which would permit the bills to be 
washed and restored to circulation. 

That national banks be required to 
limit their deposits to ten times their 
combined capital and surplus. 

That the Comptroller be empowered 
to remove, with the approval ef the 
Secretary of the Treasury, any \direc- 
tor or officer of a national bank \pullty 
of violating any of the more im- 
portant provisions of the bank laws 
and direct that suit be brought against 
them in the name of the bank to re- 
cover for the results of any mal- 
feasance in office. The Comptroller re- 
counts the activities of governmental 
agencies to aid the financial and busi- 
ness world during the stress at the 
outbreak of the European war.

Robber at Bingham, Utah, is 
Caught with the Coin. 


Cashier Rescued Himself by 
Using a Screwdriver. 


Officials Locked in Vault by 
a Daring Bandit. 


(BY A P. NIGHT n! 
BINGHAM (Utah) Dec. 29.—A 
Iman who gives the name of Bert 
Heasted held up Cashier Earl Ran- 
dall, two men and a boy at the Bins- 
ham State Bank today, took. §18,000 
in gold and currency and was arrest- 
ed without resistance soon afte rd. 
His quick capture was due to the fact 
that the cashier carried a  screw- 
driver in his pocket to be used, he 
says, in case he were held up and 
locked in the vault, as was done with 
the cashier in another Utah bank rob- 
bery recently, and as was done with 
himself today. 

Heasted was dressed as a miner and 
entered the bank without arousing 
suspicion. He made the three men and 
the boy in the bank lie on the floor, 
bound them, locked them in the vault 
and then took the money. Randall 
used his screwdriver to open the vault 
from. within and was able to escape 
and give the alarm in a few minutes.

Heasted, arrested him without trouble 
and found all the money in the man’s 


clothing.

in depressing the industrial world as 
the war. Manufacturers cannot pro- 
vide steady employment for their peo- 
ple, she said, because they never know 
what to make until the last minute.

PARIS, Dec. 29.—The official com- 
munication issued by the War Office 
tonight simply says that no incident 
of note had been reported from the 
front this evening. 

The French official statement on the 
progress of the war given out this 
afternoon refers to comparatively 
minor French successes and mentions 
violent bombardment of certain 
French positions by German artillery. 
The French have occupied a village in 
Belgium; they have gained ground in 
the Argonne and they are investing 
Steinbach in Upper Alsace. The text 
of the communication follows: 

“In Belgium the village of St. 
Georges has been occupied by our 
troops, who have established them- 
selves in this location. 

“From the Lys to the Somme the 
enemy has bombarded our positions 
rather violently in the _ vicinity of 
Rochelle, at Staubin, at Lequesnoy 
and at Puchoir, to the northwest of 
Rove, 

“There has been calm along the 
front between the Somme and the Ar- 
gonne. 

“We have gained a little ground in 
the Argonne, notably in the forest of 
La Grurie, in the forest Bolante and 
in the forest Courte Chaussee. 

“On the heighta of the Meuse sev- 
eral German counter attacks have 
been repuised in the forest of Le Bou- 
chot, which is northeast of Troyon. 

“The forces the enemy which 
had occupied our trenches in the vi- 
cinity of the redoubt in the burned 
forest to the west of Apremont, have 
been driven out after three succes- 
sive counter attacks. 

“In Upper Alsace, following a vio- 
lent engagement, we are today closely 
investing Steinbach and our forces 
have taken possession of the ruins of 
the ehateau which is located to the 
northwest of this village.“ 

A second official announcement was 
made by the French military authori- 
ties this afternoon. It is as follows: 

“An official German communication 
dated December 26 and transmitted 
generally to all stations where wire- 
less telegrams are copied, refers to 
the fact that it often happens that 
the shells used by the German field ar- 
tillery do not explode. At the same 
time the statement is made that these 
shells were taken by capture from the 
French or the Belgians. 

“The Germans who daily have ex- 
cellent opportunities to observe the 
efficiency of the French artillery, have 
now discovered a new quality in our 
guns. This is that they are dangerous 
only when operated by Frenchmen.

OTORISTS planning to drive to 
San Diego for the opening of 
the exposition, New Year's Day, 


| will find the roads passable in all di- 


rections, contrary to various reports 
which have been recently circulated, 
according to a bulletin issued yester- 
day by officials of the Automobile Club 


of Southern California. 


This applies particularly to the 
coast route from Los Angeles south 
to the exposition city. Although cer- 
tain specified detours are necessary, 
the coast road is open this morning, 
and if there is no more rain until Fri- 
day, will be in shape for motoring. 

While several of the minor moun- 
tain roads have been damaged by the 
recent rains, say the Auto Club au- 
thorities, the main arteries leading to 
San Diego are open, and both the 
main highways along the coast and 
inland will bear their share of the 
early 1915 traffic. 

Thirty auto parties were passed yes- 
terday on the coast road, and at that 
time the contractors, at the special 
request of the Auto Club, were com- 
pleting detours and repairing the road 
at all points. Today the long hegira 
to the exposition will start in earnest. 
A tour completed last week by «a 
scout car from the Auto Club com- 


pleted arrangements for the surfacing 
of roads during the heavy travel to 
the exposition and a demonstration of 
such work was given by Supervisor

THE COAST ROAD. 


The main coast road is followed 
from Los Angeles to a point six miles 
southeast of Santa Ana, from which 
point a detour route leads northeast 
for a distance of three-quarters of a 
mile, thence southeast two — 
thence southwest to the main road.

The first four miles south of Capis- 
trano is in very fair condition, but 
from the turn across the railroad up 
the grade and out across the mesa for 
three miles the road is slightly rough 
and in case of rain, impassable. The 
remaining three miles to the San 
Diego county line is fair and from the 
county line south five miles the State 
road is open. Following this five-mile 
stretch of boulevard is four miles of 
excellent dirt road to the north end 
of the San Diego county State high-

way, which is complete to a point two 
miles south of Del Mar, allowing an lu

miles over the new State boulevard. 
From this point a detour is neces- 
sary for a distance of twelve miles 
through the Sorrento Canyon. San 
Diego has just completed the gravel- 
ing of this road and by New Year's it 
should be in excellent condition. 

For the re urn trip to Los Angeles 
follow Fish street to University ave- 
nue, where turn right to University 
boulevard, thence left to El Cajon 
avenue, thence right to Thirty-fourth 
street, thence left to Madison avenue, 
thence right and follow the Auto Club 
signs to Escondido. Barring the mud- 
dy stretch along University boulevard, 
right in the city, this road is in ex- 
cellent condition to the county line 
near Rainbow at the north foot of 
the Red Mountain grade. North from 
Rainbow to Elsinore the road is as 
always, slightly but not seriously 
rough. 
ON OTHER ROADS. 

From Elsinore either the road via 
Temescal Canyon to Corona and 
thence through the Santa Ana Can- 
yon to Placentia and Fullerton, or, via 
Corona, 82 Ontario and Po- 
mona, is in good condition. 

Owing to the recent closing of the 
Conejo route to Véntura the Califor- 
nia Highway Commission has notified 
the Auto Club that motorists should 
travel either by way of the Saugus 
and Santa Paula route or via the Santa 
Susana Pass. Neither of these roads 
is as good as the Conejo and, owing 
to the heavy, rough, narrow grade 
down the west slope of the Santa Su- 
sana Mountains the Saugus route is 
presumably best. A scout car is now 
engaged in collecting this data for the 
benefit of motorists wishing to make 
the trip.

The average man, 
driving through the downtown streets, 
keeps his machine going as fast as 
he can, and so the traffic regulates it- 
self, but these people find it to their 
interest actually to blockade traffic as 
much as they can. 


FIRE RULES IGNORED. 
Fire Chief Eley: Drivers ot these “Jit- 
neys” seem to be largely irresponsible, 
and either do not know the danger 
to themselves and their passengers 


from ignoring the rules concerning 
right of way for fire apparatus, or 
do not care. Not only do they not 
So to the curb and stop on our ap‘ 
proach, as required by ordinance, but 
they deliberately drive in front of us. 

Their numbers, especially on Main 
and Broadway, during rush hours, 
completely blocks the streets so that 
it is often impossible for us to get 
through, and precious minutes are lost 
in responding to downtown alarms 
where every second counts. Action 
should be taken at the earliest pos- 
sible moment to abate this condition. 

Cari Leonardt: Before a “jitney” bus 
Griver is given a license to carry pas- 
Sengers, he should be required to take 
out an insurance policy of at least 
$20,000. This protection is n 
in view of the fact that auto acci- 
dents have increased 60 per cent. since 
this form of transportation became in 
general use. 

Among the various things these 
busses are doing are the following: 
Hampering the trolley lines in realiz- 
ing a fair return on their large in- 
vestments, which have built up this 
city and its suburbs; end pe- 
destrians; crowding * privately-owned 
automobiles off the streets; delaying 
contractors in building operations 
through blocking the streets in such 
a way that it is difficult to make de- 

of material; holding up mer- 
chants in delivering orders. The 
busses are not a necessity where ther 
are street car lines. : 

“LIMIT PASSENGERS.” 

John W. Kemp: I think these t- 
ney” busses ought to be licensed ac- 
cording to the number of passengers 
they are capable of carrying, limited 
to that number, and not permitted to 
carry more than can be seated. The 
principal danger, I believe, is from 
~verloading these small machines; I 
have seen as many as nine men in a 
littie Ford. This is likely to cause 
serious accidents, and, for the protec- 
tion of the public, ought to be stopped. 

R. A. Rowan: There is no ques- 
tion that these busses ought to be 
regulated. The cry we have heard 
here, for years has been the terrible 
congestion of the downtown streets, 
and we have had the street cars re- 
routed, and new lines built at great 
expense, to relieve the condition. 

Now we have these machines flock- 
ing in by the thousands, making the 
condition just so much the worse. It

E. S8. Rowley: We have a condition 
which requires being remedied in one 
way or another—I do not know just 
how, myself. But these busses should 
be identified, numbered, licensed, and 
their owners held to responsibility for 
any hold-ups or other irregularities 
in the carrying of passengers. 

BUSSES NOT NEEDED. 

J. A. Fairchild: I think it is high- 
ly necessary for the city to take ac- 
tion to protect the people in connec- 
tion with the “jitney” bus situation. I 
do not see any necessity for these 
busses in the first place. The street 
railways we have in Los Angeles are 
giving the finest service to be found 


gets in any city in the entire United States. 


The service is ample. -Now tome the 
busses, and so crowd the streets as to 
make them dangerous for other traffic. 
They certainly ought to be con- 
trolled in some way—possibly by 
quiring that indemnity insurance be 
taken out by owners of the busses, be- 
fore licenses are issued to them. Also, 
I favor barring them from the con- 


run on Los Angeles and Hill streets, 
and leave the shopping thoroughfares 
free from this tremendous crush. 

A. H. Nafteger: The “jitney” bus 
has become essentially a common car- 
rier and should be treated the same 
as any other common carrier, so far 
as like conditions obtain. It should 
be treated with exactly the same fair- 
ness as any other persons or corpora- 
tione using the streets for profit. It 
should be required to pay a reason- 
able compensation to the city for the 
use of the streets for profit, and 
should be held responsible for the 
damage it may do to the public or to 
individuals, the same any other 
common carrier. 

Bradner W. Lee: Most decidedly 
there should be regulation of this ex- 
tensive addition to our already con- 

traffic. An ordinance should 
be prepared, carefully, so ag to pro- 
vide proper legal supervision for this 
‘Sitney” bus problem in the interests 
of public safety. It should be done in 
a spirit of absolute fairness, however, 
as it often happens that when a mat- 
ter of thie kind is taken up, there is 
such a epirit of enthusiasm for the 


* | specific reform, that the result is gow 
nd 


lation which is discriminatory, 
which will not stand the test of the 
courts. 

There is no objection to these men 
earning an honest living, but they 
should not be permitted so to con- 


duct their business that it becomes a 


menace to the other people who are 
using the streets. There should be 
a clearly fixed responsibility, so that 
any person injured through an ac- 
cident to the bus may be able to 
recover redress. 

The problem of clearing the conges- 
tion which results from the large 
number of these busses in operation, 
is more difficult, and must be so han-

in a business of a similar nature. 

A PUBLIC NUISANCE.

gross receipts. The people come here 
and spend millions to give us trans- 
portation facilities of the best modern 
type, and we have no right to permit 
such competition as this to come in 
and take from them the returns to. 
which they are entitled. 

S. Nordlinger: I believe that sd 
long as the railway companies are 
paying for the privilege of running 
over the streets, and have a big in- 
vestment in their business, paying the 
city a percentage of their returns, the

RIGHTS OF COMPANIES. 
E. P. Clark: It is imperative that 


They are operating at present exactly 


as a public utility and should come 


under public utility regulation. Their 
defense will be: ‘We are little fei- 
lows trying to make a living, and big 
business is trying to crush us.’ 

The city has contracted with the 
street railway companies for the 
maintenance of transportation facili- 
ties, selling franchises to the com- 
panies, that give the right to operate 
in certain streets,, the right to lay 
their tracks, and require them to con- 
struct their tracks in a certain man- 
ner of certain specified materials, and 
to pave and maintain the streets for 
a distance of two feet outside of each 


of the whole street. . 

They also must operate their cars 
continually every few minutes of the 
entire day, whether they have pas- 
sengers or not, and during the entire 
night. They are permitted to charge 
5 cents and no more for every fare. 
The city has seen fit to fix t term4 
upon which the car compan may 
serve the people.” This city has been 
built up by this street car service and 
the service rendered is the best in 
the world. They contribute a portion 
of their earnings to the city. They 
pay the largest tax, in proportion to 
their earnings, of any enterprise in 
the city, and they should not be 
obliged to operate in competition with 
those who have no conditions or re- 
sponsibilities to comply with. The 
“Jitney” busses should be compelled 
to operate under as rigid rules as the 
street car companies, 

Jacob Jepsen: Of course, the “jit- 
“ney” busses ought to be regulated. 


This has become necessary because 


they are beginni to take up all the 
streets and pay nothing for the priv- 
lege. Besides, it is getting danger- 
ous, there is so much traffic of this 
sort, and regulation is needed at once. 

James Burns: The “jitney” busses 
are getting to be such a large feature 
of our traffic that they regula- 
tion. There is a great ngestion 
downtown, so that it is extremely dif- 
ficult to get about.

GATES AT CROSSING. 

Nearly 200 residents have signed a 

petition, requesting that the gates at 
the Lake-avenue crossing be replaced 
immediately. This petition comes as 
the result of two horrible deaths 
which have there in the past 
two months.
